Fall  Planting 


Many  enthusiastic  Rose-lovers  prefer 
October  planting — and  rightly  so.  The 
plants  thus  have  an  opportunity  to 
become  established  before  winter,  and 
in  the  spring  they  begin  to  grow  earlier 
and  more  naturally,  producing  better 
results. 

The  best  way  to  provide  the  neces¬ 
sary  winter  protection  is  to  bank,  or 
hill,  them  up  with  soil  to  a  height  of 
8  or  10  inches.
